tidious to find fault, because the Spectacle is net, in every respect, like the 
origival ; now tie fact js, the Proprietors never professed to give an exact re 
presentation, and T am not sorry for it, because [ am certain if they had, the 
attempt would have been a complete failure, but al! this catching at a st: raw, i?
